N ESTLED in the very heart of the main chain of the Canadian 
Pacific Rockies, beautiful Lake Louise will be found with 
its magnificent chateau, from which radiate numerous motor 
and pony trails. In planning your tour through this region do 
not fail to allot sufficient time at this peer of resorts to properly 
enjoy the many side trips in the vicinity. 

Trip 1. MORAINE LAKE AND VALLEY OF 10 PEAKS. 
This motor trip of eighteen miles is unsurpassed for rugged gran¬ 
deur in any section of the Rockies. After rounding the shoulder 
of Mt. Temple (1 1,636 feet) the crescent formation of the 10 
Peaks comes into view. This range of Mountains attaining an 
altitude of from 10,500 to 11,500 feet above the sea together 
with their glaciers which extend almost to the water’s edge are 
seen at close range when Moraine Lake is reached. Moraine Lake 
Bungalow Camp is here located and refreshments may be obtained. 

Trip 2. BANFF VIA JOHNSON CANYON. All visitors to 
Lake Louise should not fail to take advantage of the excellent motor 
trip to Banff, described under Trip No. 2 out of Banff. 

Trip 3. EMERALD LAKE VIA YOHO VALLEY. The 
motor highway between Lake Louise and Field offers a new attrac¬ 
tion to all visitors to the Rocky Mountains Park. An interesting 
feature on this trip is crossing the Continental Divide and viewing 
the monument to Sir James Hector who discovered the Pass in 
1858. After leaving Wapta the road continues down the abandoned 
railroad grade through the Kicking Horse Canyon, thence into the 
famous Yoho Valley terminating at the C.P.R. Bungalow Camp 
situated near the foot of Takakkaw Falls. From Yoho to Emerald 
Lake the road is by way of Field and Natural Bridge. 

Trip 4. THE LARIAT TRAIL (Three Days). Passengers 
desiring to make this trip make their connections with bus which 
leaves Banff each Monday and Thursday at Castle Mountain. Have 
our agent make your reservation. 

Trip 5. LAKES IN THE CLOUDS. This is unquestionably 
the most fascinating half day trip in the vicinity of Lake Louise. 
An excellent trail lead to Mirror Lake and Lake Agnes where a 
unique tearoom is located. The return journey is made via the 
Little Beehive and Grandview Trail. 

Trip 6. SADDLE BACK. The pony trip to the Pass between 
Mt. Fairview and Saddle Mountain occupies half a day. A good 
trail leads to the summit where timber line is reached and most 
impressive views of Mt. Temple and Paradise Valley are obtained. 
Luncheon may be taken at the teahouse situated here 

Trip 7. VICTORIA GLACIER. An ideal trip for morning 
or afternoon, skirting the shores of Lake Louise and ascending 
Victoria Valley as far as the Plain of the Six Glaciers, where a 
typical Swiss Teahouse is found. Striking views of Mt. Victoria 
and Mt. Lefroy with their gigantic Glaciers are here obtained.

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A T WAPTA, 5203 feet above sea level, midway between Lake 
Louise and Field in the highest Range of the Rockies, travellers 
will find a comfortable rustic bungalow camp. The camp is 
situated at the foot of Paget Peak on the north side of the lake 
opposite Hector Station, from which point connections are made 
by a small launch. Wapta is the most convenient starting point 
for pony trips to Lake O'Hara, Lake McArthur, Yoho Valley, 
Sherbrook Lake, etc. The regular bus service operating between 
Field and Lake Louise will pick up passengers leaving for either 
of these points, but reservations should be made in advance. 

Trip 1. LAKE O'HARA. Situated seven miles off the beaten 
track, yet easily accessible by an excellent pony trail, lies picturesque 
Lake O'Hara. An excellent camp is maintained for the convenience 
of Trail Riders and Hikers and we strongly recommend an over¬ 
night stay in order that ample time may be had to explore Lake 
McArthur, whose blue waters are found at an altitude of 7,359 
feet. This lake is noted for the Glacier which feeds it and fre¬ 
quently huge blocks of ice may be seen floating on its surface 
even in midsummer. On the return to Wapta the mountains present 
an entirely different aspect, and the ride is equally as interesting 
as the outgoing journey. 

Trip 2. YOHO VALLEY. A delightful pony trip may be 
taken from this point into the famous Yoho Valley via Kicking 
Horse Canyon, offering magnificent views of Mt. Stephen, 
Cathedral Crags, Mt. Wapta and Spiral Tunnels. Yoho Bungalow 
Camp at the foot of Takakkaw Falls affords every comfort. Th>« 
trip may be continued on to Yoho Glacier, and Twin Falls the 
second day, terminating at Emerald Lake on the third day after 
having crossed Yoho Pass. 

Trip 3. SHERBROOK LAKE. A fascinating half-day pony 
trip may be made to this Lake from Wapta Camp. It affords an 
excellent opportunity for those desiring seclusion from the ordinary 
tourist traffic. 

Private cars may be engaged at Wapta by any desiring this 
service for trips to Lake Louise, Banff, Field, Emerald Lake and 
other points of interest in the Rocky Mountains and Yoho Parks. 

To the lover of nature, the wildflowers of these Parks will be 
a constant source of delight. Strange as it may seem, the flora of 
the higher altitudes is among the most beautiful in the world.

F IELD, the first town west of the Great Divide, is located at 
the foot of Mt. Stephen whose mighty summit towers more 
than a mile above the tracks. Here will be found Government 
Headquarters for the administration of the Yoho Park. Field is 
an important C.P.R. Divisional Point and change is made here from 
Mountain to Pacific Time. Our Transportation Office will be 
found in the lobby of the Y.M.C.A., adjoining the station platform. 
Full information respecting all sightseeing trips gladly furnished. 

Trip 1. YOHO PARK CIRCLE TOUR. For parties having 
but one day to spend in Yoho Park, we suggest a Circle Tour 
embracing all points of interest accessible by motor in this district. 
Motor leaves Depot proceeding direct to Yoho Camp, situated at the 
foot of Takakkaw Falls, where a stop for lunch is made, and after 
which the journey is continued to Emerald Lake via Natural Bridge. 
The return trip from Emerald Lake to Field is made after having 
allowed sufficient time for tea at the Chalet. 

Trip 2. EMERALD LAKE. Motor transfer service between 
Field and Emerald Lake is operated upon the arrival of all trains. 
There is some exceptional scenery en route, especially in the vicinity 
of Natural Bridge and while travelling along Snow Peak Avenue. 

Trip 3. YOHO VALLEY. Passengers desiring to proceed 
from Field to Yoho Camp direct, may do so, but it is advisable 
to reserve space for this trip through our agent at Field as early 
as possible. Space will be reserved for passengers holding coupons, 
advice of which has been received previous to arrival. 

Trip 4. LAKE LOUISE. The opening of the excellent motor 
highway connecting British Columbia and Alberta, now makes it 
possible for Eastbound Passengers to detrain at Field and enjoy 
the trip through the Kicking Horse Canyon over the Continental 
Divide to Lake Louise by motor. We strongly recommend, when 
possible, making the side trip into Yoho Valley taking luncheon 
at the Yoho Bungalow Camp and proceeding to Lake Louise in 
the afternoon. 

Trip 5. THREE DAY MOTOR AND PONY TRIP. Tour¬ 
ists who have three days at their disposal should not fail to take 
the combined motor and pony trip to Yoho Park as follows: 
First day motor from Field to Yoho Valley Bungalow Camp, spend¬ 
ing afternoon exploring vicinity. Takakkaw Falls (1200 feet) 
the fifth highest in the world, is always a source of interest to 
visitors. Second day saddle horses are taken for the journey to 
the head of Yoho Valley where a close view of the Glacier is 
obtained. Twin Falls and other interesting points are seen on the 
return trip which is made via the Skyline Trail. On the third day 
ponies are taken for Emerald Lake via Yoho Pass, with a luncheon 
stop at Summit Lake Tearoom. Upon arrival at Emerald Lake the 
party may proceed direct to Field by motor to connect with the 
evening train or remain at the Chalet overnight.

E MERALD LAKE, that lovely expanse of water with its evet 
changing shades of delicate green, is found beautifully located 
seven miles from Field. From the Chalet situated on the 
high ground at the southern end of the Lake many striking views 
are obtained of the lofty peaks surrounding it. The precipitous 
rock walls of Mt. Burgess, the President Range with its many 
glacier fed cataracts and the glorious forests of Pines, Spruces and 
Balsams carpeted with moss and myriads of wild flowers; all spell 
rest and relaxation to the weary traveller. 

Trip I. YOHO VALLEY. To parties having but one day 
to spend in Yoho Park, making their headquarters at Emerald 
Lake, we strongly recommend the trip to Yoho Valley, as it em¬ 
braces all points of interest in this district accessible by motor. 
Cars leave the Chalet at 9.00 a.m. proceeding to C.P.R. Bungalow 
Camp situated at the foot of Takakkaw Falls where stop is made 
for luncheon, returning in afternoon via Field and Natural Bridge. 

Trip Z. FIELD BUS SERVICE. A motor coach service is 
maintained throughout the season between Emerald Lake and Field 
for the purpose of transferring passengers to and from all trains. 
The distance between these two points is seven miles and there is 
some exceptionally fine scenery en route, especially along Snowpeak 
Avenue and in the vicinity of Natural Bridge. 

Trip 3. LAKE LOUISE VIA YOHO VALLEY. All East- 
bound passengers should avail themselves of the opportunity of 
making the trip from Emerald Lake to Lake Louise over the new 
motor Highway. The road is via Yoho Valley where lunch is 
taken at the C.P.R. Bungalow Camp situated at the foot of 
Takakkaw Falls. After lunch the journey is continued to Lake 
Louise through the Kicking Horse Canyon, passing Wapta Bunga¬ 
low Camp and over the Great Divide. 

Trip 4. LAKE LOUISE VIA FIELD. Passengers who have 
visited Yoho Valley and are desirous of making the trip to Lake 
Louise direct may do so by leaving Emerald Lake Chalet at 
3.30 p.m. 

Trip 5. YOHO VALLEY PONY TRIP. This appeals to all 
those who desire either a one, two or three day pony trip through 
some of the most inspiring Alpine scenery in the Canadian 
Rockies. Ponies leave the Chalet each morning for Yoho Camp 
via Summit Lake and Yoho Pass. Luncheon may be obtained at 
Summit Lake Tea-house. Night is spent at Yoho Camp and 
the following day the trail winds up the Valley to the Glacier 
at its head, returning to Yoho Camp via the Skyline Trail and 
passing Twin Falls. Night is again spent at Yoho Camp and 
the return trip to Emerald Lake is made on the following day, the 
Chalet being reached in time to make connection with evening train. 

Trip 6. MT. BURGESS PONY TRIP. A delightful one 
day pony excusion may be made from Emerald Lake by leaving 
Chalet and proceeding to Burgess Pass via Summit Lake, where an 
excellent panoramic view of the surrounding country is obtained 
from an altitude of over seven thousand feet.
